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This  inventory  for  1964  summarizes  the  kill  and  population  data 
provided  by  the  48  States  reporting.   This  is  the  best  information 
available  on  the  abundance  of  big  game  species,  but  it  should  be 
stressed  that  population  figures  reported  herein  are  estimates  only, 
in  most  cases.   In  view  of  this,  the  practice  continues  for  some  States 
to  report  only  an  indication  of  trend,  rather  than  an  estimate  of  total 
abundance  of  a  species.   This  serves  as  a  rough  index — showing  whether 
a  species  has  increased,  decreased,  or  remained  relatively  constant  in 
a  particular  area  during  the  year. 

The  total  kill  of  all  species  in  1964  was  2.5%  above  that  of  1963. 
Of  the  principal  game  mammals,  the  take  of  black  bear  was  up  11.6%  above 
1963,  grizzly  bear  up  16.8%,  moose  up  11.9%,  elk  up  11.3%,  mule  deer  up 
9.5%,  barren-ground  caribou  up  16%,  and  bighorn  sheep  up  72%;  the  take 
of  white-tailed  deer  was  down  3%  below  1963,  black-tailed  deer  down  0.1%, 
pronghorn  antelope  down  3%,  peccary  down  8.9%,  mountain  goat  down  1.5%, 
and  American  bison  down  14.3%.   The  take  of  wild  turkey  increased  by  9.7%. 

Assembly  of  information  for  the  1964  big  game  inventory  has  been 
possible  through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  game  departments,   the 
National  Park  Service,  the  National  Wildlife  Refuges,  and  the  regional 
offices  of  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  to  whom  we 
express  our  sincere  thanks.
